With massive UK and international hit tunes that have now 
become so popular that it's hard to remember a time when they 
didn't exist, such as "Mirror in the Bathroom", "Save it for Later", 
"I Confess", "Stand Down Margaret", and their serene cover of 
Andy William's "Can't Get Used To Losing You". 

KING HAMMOND 

Nick Welsh aka KING HAMMOND is back with his his new album 
THE KING & I and we are delighted to say will be at the 
Folkestone Skabour Festival on Saturday 4th September. Nick 
Welsh has written, played and produced with artists like Bad 
Manners, Busters Allstars, The Selecter, Selecter Acoustic, Prince 
Buster, Dave Barker, King Hammond, Laurel Aitken, Judge Dread, 
Rhoda Dakar & Rico Rodriguez.He collabarated with Jennie 
Matthias (Belle Stars) in the band Big 5 who released 3 CD's In 
the 90's & with Longsy D on the hit single "This is ska" in 1989. 
Nick is the singer/ songwriter/ producer in the band Skaville UK 
(named after the song he wrote that Bad Manners released as a 
single in 1989).They have released three CD's the debut "1973" 


the follow up "Decadent!" both on the Moon Ska World label. 

"Devil beat" is the third which was released on Nick's own N.l. 
Records. The label has also released "Back to the garage" by 
Nick & Rhoda Dakar (ex Bodysnatchers/Special AKA). He has 
written music that has been used for T.V. ( Peep Show, The 
Osbournes, Malcolm in the Middle,Cash in the attic, Flog it!,High 
school date,LA Ink, Date My Mom, Desperate Housewives, Ugly 
Betty, Pimp My Ride), Computer games (Smackdown versus Raw 
2006, Day of Reckoning 2) and the Big screen (Domino, The 
Magic Roundabout). In 2002 Nick won a Grammy award for his 
work on the Lee "Scratch" Perry album "Jamaican ET" and was on 
the follow up "Alien Starman". He was also the MD (musical 
director) on the live DVD "The Ultimate Alien". 2008 saw Nick 
release "The Soho Sessions". The CD is a mixture of new songs 
and re-workings of some of his older material stripped down with 
most of the tracks featuring just Voice & Guitar. Nick is no 
stranger to the acoustic world having recorded albums with 
Selecter Acoustic ("Unplugged for the Rudeboy generation" & 
"Requiem for a Black soul") Rhoda Dakar ("Cleaning in another 
womans kitchen") & 3 men & Black ("Acoustic") who featured J.J 
Burnel (The Stranglers), Jake Burns (S.L.F), Bruce Foxton (The 
Jam) & Pauline Black (The Selecter). 2010 will see Nick revive his 
King Hammond persona releasing his first album in over 20 
years "The King & I". 






ARTHUR KAY & THE ORIGINALS 

Famed as The Godfathers of Ska Arthur Kay & The Originals 
celebrate their 30th year as a band. For those in the know of UK 
ska, ARTHUR KAY & THE ORIGINALS are the boys on the ska block 
with the single "Ska Wars" and albums" Rare & Tasty"," Sparks 
of Inspiration" and "The Count of Clerkenwell". They were also 
the iconic Judge Dread's backing band and played on many of 
his recordings. 

RHODA DAKAR 

All you Rude Boys and Rude Girls pay homage to one the 2 Tone 
icons and former Bodysnatcher lead singer. 

Rhoda Dakar began her career with the 2 Tone movement, as 
lead vocalist with all-female band the Bodysnatchers. Their first 
single, Do Rocksteady, b/w Ruder Than You, written by Rhoda and 
Gaz Rockin Blues Mayall, took them into the charts and onto Top 
of the Pops. She went on to guest with the Specials, both live 
and on record. The Boiler, a tale of date rape, much played by 
John Peel, was recorded with a version of the Special AKA. A later 
incarnation recorded the In The Studio album, from which came 
the acclaimed single Free Nelson Mandela. 

INTENSIFIED 

Play authentic 60s style ska, rocksteady and reggae. The band's 
good time feel, obvious love of this music and confidence in its 
wide appeal has led to near legendary status.The quality of their 
songs and joy in playing them live has gained the band a large 
following and a reputation as one of the world's finest of this 
genre. 

THE SKATONICS 

They are a 7-piece band and rapidly becoming one of the best 
SKA bands in the UK with their blend of classic Trojan Ska 
alongside an impressive catalogue of Two Tone covers from the 
likes of The Specials, Madness, Bad Manners and more. 

TOOTNSKAMEN 

TooT'n'SkameN cut their musical teeth playing the Ska and 
Rocksteady hits from the late seventies revival; music they had 
been grooving to for years. 

Medway lads, born and bred, they soon picked up quite a 
following playing pubs and clubs in and around Kent. 

In recent years, they've performed with Ska legends Bad Manners 
and the Selecter. 

They have also played at several Open Air festivals; The River 
Festivals. Maidstone, and Gravesend, Gillinghams "parklife"", 
and Quex Park, Birchington. TooT'n'SkameN have also headlined 
numerous Mod and Scooter rallies. Additionally, they have played 


various colleges and universities throughout England, including 
Aston University, Birmingham. (Once the venue of a legendary 
performance by the Specials in 1979). Equally at home in a 
working mens club or an outdoor festival in front of tens of 
thousands of people, this hard working tribute band are the 
"Real Deal". 

SPECIAL BREW 

Folkestone welcomes Special Brew from Coventry the Holy Grail of 
2-Tone.A lifelong obsession with 2-Tone has brought Special 
Brew here. 

Dedicated to the original members of Coventry's finest THE 
SPECIALS & THE SELECTER and to the brilliant MADNESS, BAD 
MANNERS and THE BEAT This is the sound of... SPECIAL BREW.... 
The city is dancing again to the sounds of the 2-Tone era. 

HEY RUDI 

Hey Rudi began bringing Ska to the good folks of kent back in 
1999, 6 years ago they had to disband when the guitarist moved 
away and a replacement proved impossible to find. Some good 
guitarists auditioned but they just didn’t have the skank in them. 

2 years ago founder member Slim looked again for a guitarist 
who had the chops and almost immediately stumbled upon a duo 
called Bluebeat Express. The guitarist was Hi-jacked and Hey 
Rudi are back bigger and better. 

SIMEAN ARTILLERY 

In early 2007 Simian Artillery was conceived on the dull and not 
particularly springy mattress of Sandwich in Kent. 

By the summer of that very year the band had been spawned in 
the line-up that would perform locally for a year, building a 
reputation and fan-base with energetic, upbeat and moderately 
tight shows. 

In the autumn, trumpeter Amy was added to the Simian Artillery, 
giving the band a three piece horn section with which to make 
their wonders. And Lo! did the band create it's music: upbeat 
skanking ska with a generous helping of punk/rock and a twist of 
reggae.

THE MEOW MEOWS 

The Meow Meows appear at Folkestone SKABOUR Festival 2010 
this year bringing more horns, more songs and more energy than 
ever before, and a debut album - "Songs From The Fridge"- to 
pimp. With songs about diverse subjects ranging from drinking, 
working, boys, girls, panic attacks, cheap footwear and 
everything in between, they will charm you with their soulful ska 
sounds and 60s rhythms. Fresh from touring the UK supporting 
The King Blues, they are currently midway through an agonising 





metamorphosis from endearingly guileless drunks with 
instruments to steely, calculating, cold-hearted professionals. 
Don’t miss one of the last opportunities to see them before they 
become a boring "proper" band! 


Since the current line-up has been completed, South East London 
has partied like never before at packed out shows in dingy pubs 
and clubs where the beer and nitrous oxide flows ‘freely’ (£3 a 
pint and £1 a hit respectively). 


SWINGING CATS 

During the height of 80's Ska revival, The Swinging Cats were 
signed, for a short period, to the 2 Tone label. The line-up 
changed constantly over the short period the band was in 
existence (pratically on a weekly basis). 

The Cats are back though and still swinging and wild with 
original member and guitar player John Shipley, chief cat, 
leading the cat pack of Terry Downs, Dominic Hazel and singers 
Jackie Keys and Lindsey Eaton with new tracks, faves and the old 
chart hits of "Mantovani", "Away" and "Never On Sunday". 

SKATACUS 

The band SKATACUS was a mere figment of the drummer's 
imagination about a year ago when he decided to place an 
advert to fulfil his ambition of putting a new Kent SKA band 
together. Within a few weeks the first meeting of musicians took 
place at the Right Track Music school in Ashford and SKATACUS 
was born. Since then the band has enjoyed compiling a couple of 
sets of great songs covering the likes of Bad Manners, The 
Specials, Madness etc. They played their first gig at the Ashford 
Create Festival in July of this year and were encouraged by an 
enthusiastic response from the audience, some of whom were 
clearly SKA fans. This was quickly followed by a very successful 
gig at the OCEAN Inn at Dymchurch (a short video can be seen 
on youtube). Over the coming months the band will be playing 
further gigs in and around the Kent region. Although a late 

addition to the SKABOUR bill, the band are 100% committed to 
what will surely be a great event and are very much looking 
forward to playing the ARK stage at 1pm on Sunday 5th Sept. 

SCAREDY CATS 

It was the beginning of 2006, and a gaggle of dormant 
musicians were very bored indeed. Not content with just working 
3-4 day weeks, studying disciplines that have no practical use 
and partying like there was no tomorrow, they decided to destroy 
all the free time and personal relationships they had... 

Thus The Scaredy Cats were born, who play homage to original 
Jamaican ska, British 2-tone, and American 3rd wave as well as 
taking lessons from a variety of punk and rock bands. The result 
is a distinct (honest!) hard rocking ska with a no-nonsense 3 
piece brass section and dual vocal styles - the gruff, boozed up 
cries of Mr. Happy mixed with the gentle melodies of Daisy. The 
lyrics address such contentious issues as break-ups, wanting to 
take a holiday, music festivals being sh*t, bad dreams and 
absent friends. 


THE FLACK 

The Flack area four piece band indie/skaband that formed in the 
summer months of 2008. There has been a lot of hype about 
these guys and the future looks promising for them. They have 
been working hard on an album which is to be launched by the 
end of 2009. The four lads gel together really well and with 
similarities in taste and knowledge they creat an easy going 
atmosphere fuelled with energy and drive. Along with passion 
and determination "The Flack" have already impressed a number 
of personalities including: Malcolm Mclaren (Sex Pistols 
Manager), Annie Nightingale (Radio Is firs ever female 
DJ),amongst others ina national music competition. They have 
been thrusted into the public eye as a result of this competition 
via various media publications such as newspapers and radios. 
These lads really have cornea long way and with sucha great 
sound are likely to go a lot further. The Flack made it into the top 
5 out of 10,000 bands that took place ina national competition 
called Live and Unsigned.

John Sims (aka Teflon) graphic designer and art director. 

During his diverse and colourful career John has worked for 
studios and advertising agencies in London and with particular 
emphasis with the leisure industries of film and the theatre. 

Teflon says "I was Art Director of Chrysalis Records; Creative 
Director of Jive and Zomba Records; Proprietor and owner of own 
my own business Bouncing Ball Design based in Hoxton, London 
which restructured and re-launched in the mid 90s to become 
Picture This Design. Throughout my career I have been proud to 
receive awards for NME Best British Single sleeve Award 1980 for 
the Blondie single “Dreaming”; two Design & Art Direction 
Awards, (for The Specials & Stiff Little Fingers); and was runner 
up for Record Business Best Promotional Video for The Specials 
‘Message to you Rudy’ video". Proud and very privilaged to have 
worked with the 2 Tone bands and artworks of that period of time 
back in the early 80s and enjoyed their contribution to ska music. 

Andy Shorten (aka Tenacious) has spent 16 years in the 
menswear industry and 12 years in event production. 

During his diverse career, Andy has launched and run a 
successful international menswear brand, acted as export 
consultant for Japan to the Department of Trade & Industry, 
driven famous people around Glastonbury, won Awards, designed 
clothes for The Prodigy and made some fantastic cups of coffee. 

Andy says “I’ve produced outdoor concerts for some big names in 




other parts of the country - I’m really looking forward to the 
Skabour Festival -1 can go to work on my bike!” I’ve worked with 
some interesting and talented people but they’re usually in it for 
the money alone - it’s refreshing to work with good, talented 
people who are driven by things other than financial gain. 

Personal: I’m a keen musician with a passion for live music. 
Founder of Folkestone Fringe Festival a not for profit 
collaboration of local musicians and artists staging intimate live 
events 

Andi Elliott (aka Sparky) has over 20 years experience as a 
practising artist, performance poet, film maker, publisher and 
events manager plus a qualified practising member of the 
British Acupuncture Council. 

He has gained venue management experience at venues such as: 

Wembley Stadium (London) - music /sports and catering project- 
management ; Ikon Gallery (Birmingham) - Exhibition 
management/coordination; Leeds Music Festival (Leeds) - 
Steward co-ordinator; Arcade Gallery (Harrogate) Exhibition and 
events coordinator. All in addition to being an Arts Lecturer and 
studio manager. 

Andi’s working experience also extends to include ‘third sector” 
organisations such as Plan UK (London), refugee coordinator for 
international intake of refugees through UNHCR programme 
(London), and as a manager of an educational and social 
publications company (Leicester). 

Sparky says “It’s great to be able to steer local communities to 
work collectively and become empowered. Folkestone is a 
fantastic place to live and explore creativity in the arts amongst 
a wide circle of similar minded people who have also become 
good friends 

Sparky continues with his artistic endeavours whilst working as a 
professional fund raiser in London and a music and social event 
organiser in addition to being a co-director of KnottWearth 
publications 

Trevor Moss (aka Mr T) Hates being type-cast! .. .Some think him 
funny, others just too serious. 

A City businessman, past adventurer/ expeditionary type, 
entrepreneur and tea server. 

Is he posh or an East End boy, a conformist or a maverick? An 
eco-warrior or ageing space cadet? 

Despite these uncertainties, all agree he has a real passion for 
music, not that everyone takes an immediate liking to the music 
he does! 

But when Mr T throws himself at something, he gives it his all. 

"The 4Skynz boys and I are having a great time putting together 
the Folkestone Skabour Festival...They bring with them a shed¬ 
load of event and music management and design experience, 
good humour and a passion to deal with the challenges. 


Not a musician or artist himself, what Trevor brings to the table 
is a wealth of management experience; a background of 
presenting/public speaking; dealings with national and local 
media and, most importantly, an innovative mind. 

Trevor has also collaborated with Teflon and Andy Shorten on 
past projects for Folkestone Arts Collective and Folkestone Fringe 
Festival and thinks that the whole Folkestone experience is great.
